SIR ROBERT BORDEN’S 
UNKNIGHTLY ACT 

The first public act of the new knight, Sir Robert Laird 
Borden, was to issue to the government press a letter charging 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier with bad faith. The knightly Prime Min- 
ister declared that Sir Wilfrid had not kept an alleged agree- 
ment in regard to the simultaneous passing through parlia- 
ment of the Redistribution Bill and the bill to increase the re- 
presentation of the west in the senate. The matter and the 
temper of Sir Robert's letter were hardly what might have 
been expected from a man whom the king had just honored 
with knighthood. The charge of deception made against Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier falls back rather on the head of the Prime

In the first place, if there had been any breach of Sir Wil- 
frid’s understanding between the Prime Minister, the latter 
should have referred to it in parliament before prorogation 
when the matter was before the commons and when Sir Wil- 
frid was in his place and could have replied to any accusations 
of bad faith. But the premier said not a word about it at that 
time, A few days afterwards, he issued an ex parte letter de- 
Claring that Sir Wilfrid Laurier had agreed with him that the 
senate bill should go through, while he had agreed with Sir 
Wilfrid that the Redistribution Bill should pass. Sir Robert 
does not go so far as to say in his published letter that the 
question raised by the senate, namely as to the time when the 
senatorial ine

lo the principle of the bill and would not oppose it. But when 


the bill came before the senate, the Liberal majority there in-|

None of Witnesses at Inquiry 
Think Mine Could Be Con- 
sidered Dusty, 


FLOATING GAS CAPS 
WERE IN EVIDENCE 


Committee of Miners Who 
Made Examination Reported 
Conditions Good, 


Hillcrest, Alta, July 6—Just one 
month previous to the explosion, into 
which inquiry is belng made here, the 
pit committee, consisting of F, Pear- 
son, president of the Hillcrest union; 
J, S. Quigley, superintendent of the 
mine; Geo, Pounder and James Cur- 
ton, two miners, made a report in the 
pit committee report book which was 
entered Saturday as evidence. This 
report, which ts accepted as official 
by the miners themselves, states that 
the committee had entered all the 
roadways, airways and working pas- 
kages of sections one, two and three 
of the mine and found ventilation con- 
ditions good and a Httle gas in num- 
bers 41 and 42. This latter {s con- 
sidered but a circumstance, as at al- 
most any time some little gas could be 
found In the mine, 

That no report was made as to dust 
conditions, carries with It the assump- 
tion that this feature is covered by 
the phrase, “conditions good.” 

The evidence as produced Saturday 
had no new features outside of the 
report of two fire bosses, Dan Briscoe, 
who had charge of the mine the day 
before the explosion, and Charles Iron- 
monger, in the mine at the time of 
the explosion. Thelr evidence was to 
the effect that the Hillcrest mine was 
an ideal one to work tn, Jas WAS 
never prevalent to any abnormal ex- 
tent; ventilation was good and the 
mine could not be classed in any way 
as a dusty one. Being recognized as 
officials of the mine, thelr examina- 
tlon by J. R. Palmer, counsel for the 
miners, was largely characterized by 
answers In the negative or the affirma- 
tive, but in cross-examination by Colin 
MacLeod, they at times volunteered 
Information, William Campbell, — for 
the crown, deduced from them that at 
times floating caps of gas existed, but 
no standing gas; the former {is a col- 
lection ofsgas which travels with the 
ventilation and which the whole safe- 
ty lamp t# susceptible to, while the 
latter exists In pockets and {s station- 
ary. Briscoe admitted that he had ob- 
served traveling caps some months 
previous to the explosion, but not late- 


ly, ad they were found both tn the 
cross currents and dead ends. These 
were overcome by ventilation. He had 


never heard any complaints from any 
of the miners regarding gas.
